It cmmences with the 
statement that the Bureau mis created tc perform two services necessery to 
the conquest of political rositions in the forthcoming imetituent Assembly 
and presidential elections, These services are the Infemation Service 
and Urganization Service. | The report is divided into tv)? sections dealing 
with the two services. , 


The Information Service Js recruiting egents to report -n the activities 
of the following organic itions: 


a) PAR, former party cf Obl. Jose Ascencio Menendez, vhich has 
Guatemalan connect.ens through the Comite Salvadore) Liberacion 
Nacional (CSLN). 


») POD, run by left.st students. 


=) Comite de Orgarisacion Obrera (CRO), which plens to :-ganize all 
labor. 


3) The Communis’ Party, which, according to the report, 'as successfully 
infiltrated «ey positdéons in the government, and whic! aims to 
snfluence tie forthcoming elections by gaining Army ai labor support. 
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The Information Service reported that political parties of former 
presidential candidates are also disposed to join in the anti-leftist 
bloc or coalition. These parties and their former candidates include: 


Partido Nacional Democrata —Professor Jose Andres Orantes 
Partido Social Cemocrata—Osmin Aguirre 

Partido Union Nacionai-+2spinola Castro 

Partido Fraternal Progresiste-—General Claramount 

Partido Lemocrata Republicano-——-deneral Pena Trejo 


Orantes has offered his party!s unconditional cooperation, end the other 
parties go along with Political Bureau objectives, though the candidates 
themselves, having alreedy beén eliminated, did not personally endorse the 
affiliation. 


The Information Service report concluded with a statement that it recognized 
that Mexican and Guatemalan elements were supporting the leftist in- 
filtration of the Salvadoran government. It added thst Major Humberto 
Villalta's influence with the governing junta, prior to his removal by 
Osorio, had involved El Salvador with the old pattern of conspiracies carried 
on by the CSLN, which organiz@tion was still connected with the youre 
nilitarists in the government; The report stated the Information Service's 
specific mission to be the compiling of data to neutralise press and other 
propaganda against the governi:.7 junta. The data would also serve as 
organization guide for the coélition forces. 


The second arm of the Politicsl1 Bureau, the Service of Organization, Press 
and Propaganda, stated as its:objectives the formation and utilization of 
the following combination of parties to support Major Osorio: 

a) The Partido Lemocrata Progresista (PDP) based on 


1) a eee of former political parties (as described in paragraph 4 
above ) 


2) Capital 

3) Clergy 

4) The conservative element of the people 
b) The Partido Revolucionarie Salvadoreno (PRS) based on 

1) The Army 

2) Labor (@lreacy partially organized) 
These two parties would be organized independently but would be secretly 
synchronized by a Central Directive Bosrd which would force their public 
unification when elections fo# the Constituent Assembly are called. The 
basic political party would be the PDP, while the PRS would aim its progran 
at the laboring class in general, and would combat the leftists by their 


own revolutionary methods such as the formation of factions within labor 
unions. 
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According to source, the organisation of the Army as members of @ 
separate political party wee not contemplated, since it was felt that the 
Aruy would understand and cooperate with the PRS as a workers party — 
instead .* ,
